Experts abroad tapped 
for industrial advice

Oscar Vun Leer, the man who 
transformed the Economie Conte- 
rence (European Region) from a 
telking-shop into a _ consulting 
agency, has arrived in Israel on his 
15th trip since the Yom Kippur 
War. He took over last year from 
Francois Perelye ay European Chair- 
msn of the conference. 

Addressing a press conference in 
Jerusalem yesterday, he sald: "I 
don't like huge assemblies which 
have (in fact) no agenda, where 
delegates amble in and out, where 
the atmosphere is vague and the 
problems undefined.” 

Instead he created CEL, the Coun- 
cil for Economic Liaison with Is- 
rael. It has built up a panel of 100 
experts. abroad. He plans for the 
number to grow to four or five 

‘Their mission is to help 
modernize ‘Xsrael’s industry, so it 
will be able to stand up to compe- 
tition within Hurope's free trade 
area 10 years from now, when tariff 
barriers come down. 

The Economic Conference before 
sounded too much like the UJA, 
and had the format of αὶ fund-rai- 
sing organization. Van Leer sees it 
as an instrument for tapping the 
intellectual, not the financial aid of 
world Jewry. His CEL is likely to 
become the most comprehensive net. 
work of economic and technological 
consultants in existence. “We shall 
probably launch 8 periodical in due 
course, to give cur rather scattered 
membership some coherence,”

They 
will spend a weekend in a quiet 
country hotel in Holland, studying 
data prepared by Israel’s economic 
ministries.. Four weeks later they 
will meet again in Israel, this time 
with their opposite numbers In the 
Israeli administration.

T.A. pupils will have to. 
pay for books next year

ΤΈΣ, AVIV. — Pupils in this city 
will no longer get booka and note- 
books fcr free ag of the next school 
year — but their parents will not 
have to pay the annual IL35 educa- 
ticn fee, required up to now. 

This decision reached by the 
municipal executive yesterday is ex- 
pected to save IL2m., as well as 
spare the city from paying 26 
salaries to employeea who will no 
longer be needed. Most of the ser- 
vices which were provided in return 
for the fee will continue to be avail- 
able for a payment covering the 
city’s expenses. 

The executive's decision, which has 
to receive the approval of the City 


earlier in the year the city raised 
kindergarten fees, and is now col- 
lecting 85 much aa 11.120 per child, 
compared to the previous maximum 
fee of IL60. 

The city spokesman said that 
most municipalities have long dis- 
carded the free book policy. Books 
and notebooks will be distributed 
free of charge to pupils whose 
parents cannot afford them. 


Fer most parents, this new muni- 
cipal policy will mean added ex- 
penditure, ag the education fee was 
only IL35 a year — a price which 
has remained constant for weil over 
two decades. The city had incurred 
ἃ deficit of TL2m. a year, despite 
collecting the fee. 

Other services until now provided 
free of charge for the city’s school 
population which will cost money 
beginning from the next school year, 
will be supplementary education 
services and psychological services. 
Fees will also be for in- 
surance for pupils, for the children's 
dental care and for supplies for 
handicraft classes.

Nearly as many 
foreign buyers as !ast year —— over 
200 --- were registered at the open- 
ing of the 21th annual Tz) Aviv 
Fashion Week, yesterday mormnog, 
which took over four floors at the 
Hilton hotel here. Well over 100 
are still expected. 

Described as “perhaps thre most 
difficult Fashion Week we have yet 
had,” the évent nevertheless began 
in an atmosphere of confidence in 
the 85 manufacturers’ collections 
(21 of them new to Fashion Week) 
and lively bustle im the Hilton’s 
corridors. The business style, like 
the fashion style, is informal and 
realistic: fancy shows and big re- 
ceptions are out this year. 

“Because fcreign buying offices 
have themselves cut on down on 
budgets, the very fact that they 
are here indicates serious business,” 
Mr. A. Frenkel, chairman of the 
Fashion Centre, announced at a 
press conference yesterday. About 
half of the visitors are steady 
Fashion Week customers, while the 
rest are new or occasional shoppers 
here. 

In the face of pessimistic econo- 
mic conditions, Shlomo Gur-Arie of 
the Ministry of Commerce and In- 
dustry predicted exports of $2060m. 
in textiles and fashions for this 
year, an increase of around $36m. 
over last year. Inflationary price in- 
treases in the textile branches, {it 
was pointed out, are lower than in 
other manufacturing branches.

IMPROVED SAM-7

LONDON (UPI). — The Soviet 
Union is battle-testing an im- 
proved version of its portable 


Sam-7 ground-te-air missile, 
Western defence sources said yes- 
terday. 


The missile — an updated ver- 
sion of the earlier Sam-7 — is 
being used by Communist forces 
in South Vietnam, where Gov- 
ernment officials say its impact 
has prevented the American-sup- 
plied South Vietmamese Air 
Force from playing a major part 
in recent fighting. 

Defence experts say the new 
missile, which like ita predeces- 
sor can be carried by a single 
soldier, is heat and effec- 
tive up to heights of 4,500 met- 
res. 

As it can also be moved with 
comparative ease, it is difficult 
to detect and combat. 

Vietnamese officials here have 
ascribed their recent air lcsses 
largely to the advent of Sam.7s 
recently supplied by the Soviet 
Union to Hanoi. 

In the 1973 Middle East war, 
earlier typea of Sams were used 
by the Arabs. Sam-6 missiles 


played the key part, but some 
Sam-7 types had also been sup- 
plied then by the Soviets. 

Defence experts sald it must 
now be assumed that the im- 
proved Sam-7 has been supplied 
in quantity to Syria, at present 
Russia's cloaest ally in the area, 

Some of the earlier Sam-73 went 
to Egypt, the International Insti- 
tute for Strategic Studies in Lon- 
don listing both Sam-6 and Sam-7 
missiles among the weapons in 
Egypt's armoury. It did ποῖ, 
however, give numbers, and said 
it is unknown whether war 
logses have been replaced. The 
Russians have reportedly refused 
so far to supply Egypt with 
New, more sophisticated weapons. 

Whether Russia will supply the 
new Sam-7 missiles under the 
arms agreement which Cairo said 
was signed earlier this month 
when Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko conferred with 
President Anwar Sadat is not 
known. 

Their advent in the area in 
large numbers could, defence ex- 
perts say, make life considerably 
more difficult for the Israeli Aur 
Force in the event of renewed 
hostilities.

The 57-year-old military leader 
announced the cease-fire in a tele- 
vised speech before some 500 dele- 
gates and observers from 57 nations, 
attending a tourism conference here. 

Marcos said that despite the col- 
lapse of peace talks in Jeddah, 
Saudi Arabia, where his representa- 
tive met with rebel leaders last 
month, negotlations will continue. 
The rebels staged a series of at- 
tacks on Mindanao and Sulu while 


the conference in Jeddah was under- 


way. 

He admitted that “many injus- 
tices had been committed against 
the Moslems... and we can say 
that there has been neglect in this 
area. One of the purposes of the 
New Society is that we should now 
mete out equal treatment to all 
tribes and that there be no dif- 
ferences between the South and the 
North.”

The 1974-75 edition of the book, 
just published, said the estimated 
world Jewish population at the end 
of 1973 was 14,150,000, compared 
with 14,370,000 the previous year. 

The year book said 29 per cent 
of the world's Jews live in Europe, 
20 per cent in Asia, 1.5 per cent 
in Africa and 0.5 per cent in New 
Zealand and Australis. 

Approximately 5,732,000 Jews live 
in the U.S. — more than any other 
country and 2.8 per cent of the 
total population. There are 2,150,385 
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in New York State, including 
1,981,000 in New York City. 

The year book Usted Jewish popu- 
lation in Israel as 2,806,000; the 
Soviet Union, 2,680,000; France, 
550,000; Britain, 410,000, and Cana- 
da, 305,000.

Those answering are classified 
under the following headings: coun- 
try of origin, living conditions, time 
in the country.sex, age, income 
level. This classification system is 
based on the fact that different 
groups in the population tend to 
judge various products in different 
Ways. 

The research is dome by an ex- 
perienced team, which includes so- 
ciologists from the Hebrew Univer- 
sity. This year, for example, the 
team called at 1,560 flats in LS 
cities throughout the country. The 
population of these cities constitutes 
τ per cent of the country’s popu- 
lation. 

The questionnaire used in inter- 
viewing people contained questions 
in the following fAreas: financial 
services, travel and; tourist services, 
building, health segvices, food pro- 
ducts, cigarettes, cosmetic products, 
cleaning and disinfecting products, 
clothing, office equipment, vehicles 
and vehicle services, and local ser- 
vices. 

All those questioned were asked 
to reply to one question: Which 
product trader do you prefer above 
ail others? The person quesHoned 
is asked to name the company, ser- 
vice or business, as appropriate to 
the question, without giving any 
reasons. 

There were 70 researchers working 
on the project this year. Every in- 
terview took about 45 minutes. The 
person interviewed was questioned 
a second time on the information 
given im the first interview, and 
an electronic computer was em- 
ployed to sort the answers recelv- 
ed and process the statlatics.

other because of its quality.” 

The results of the poll also add- 
ed prestige to service companies. 
‘The Aviv company, chosen as the 
most preferred interurban taxi com- 
pany, distributed a circular among 
its members saying “It is the duty 
of every member of the company... 
to demonstrate by politeness to- 
wards customers that we deserve 
the title we have received.” 

The project, which has been run 
systematically since its inception, 
has enjoyed the patronage of many 
personalities, including the first 
Minister of Police, Bechor Shalom 
Shitrit, the poet Zalman Shneour, 
who spoke at the 1956 award cere- 
mony, Avraham Krinitzi, former 
Mayor of Ramat Gan.

TEL AVIV. — Three top officials 
of the defunct Agudat Yisrae] Bank 
were charged with fraud in the 
District Court here last week. 

Menabem Yam-Shehor, former 
manager of the bank; Yosef Glazer, 
former board chairman and majo- 
rity share-holder; and Simha Horo- 
witz, a major share-holder and with 
Glazer a co-founder of the bank, 
are alleged to have been involved 
in fraudulent activities which re- 
sulted in the bank’s collapse in 
1972. 

The prosecution claimed that the 
accused fraudulently drew $1.2m. 
from the bank. It alleged that 
Glazer and Horowitz — who found- 
ed the Agudat Yisrael Bank in 1965
